I spoke with several eye witness’ who’s had taken some video o f some of the incident and called 911. One 
eyewitness was identified as SCHUR, Amir SCHUR stated that he did not witness the crash, 

but he did see when KAMROWSKI was at the white SUV SCHUR stated that KAMROWSKI approached the 
Infinity and went to the front passenger side window. KAMROWSKI and FITZGERALD were arguing. He 
stated KAMROWSKI then walked in front of the Infinity and the Infinity drove forward toward KAMROWSKI 
and he jumped on the hood to avoid being run over. He stated that the Infinity then started to drive away with 
KAMROWSKI on the hood. He said the Infinity would speed up and step on the brakes hard, quickly starting 
and stopping, attempting to throw KAMROWSKI off the hood. He said that he and several other vehicles were 
trying to block the Infinity, but the Infinity stopped quickly, then suddenly sped off changing lanes and 
accelerating to a high rate of speed. SCHUR was able to catch up the Infinity further up the roadway and was 
able to force the Infinity to the median and stop, with the assistance of several other vehicles. SCHUR ran around 
the Infinity and attempted to open the driver’s side door, but FITZGERALD closed the door. SCHUR sent me a 
copy of the video that they had taken. The front passenger side window is still open in the video and the front 
windshield is broken on the Infinity. 


I also spoke with FUSCHETTI, Raymond He stated that he did not witness the accident, but 

saw KAMROWSKI approach the Infinity. He stated that KAMROWSKI appeared to very angry as he 

approached the Infinity. He stated KAMROWSKI went to the passenger side of the Infinity to the front door. He 

stated that KAMROWSKI leaned into the open window and KAMROWSKI and FITZGERALD were arguing. 

FUSCHETTI stated that he could not see exactly what was going on, but thought they might be hitting each other. 

FUSCHETTI then started to film the incident with his phone. He stated that KAMROWSKI walked in front of 

the Infinity and jumped on the hood. The Infinity then started to drive. He said the Infinity would speed up and 

bra e suddenly. He said several vehicles had the Infinity boxed in, but it stopped and took off changing lanes and 

sped up to an estimated 70 mph. The Infinity then ran back into traffic and he and several other vehicles were 

able to box it m and got it to stop at the 120.6 mile marker in Weston. FUSCHETTI stated that he would email 

me a copy of the video, but I have yet to receive it. FUSCHETTI stated that he was in front of the Infinity when it 
stopped.
